A REAL American background—a European training—this is the com- 
bination which has made Oscar J. Fox such a versatile composer. It is 
most appropriate that he should have chosen cowboy themes for many of his 
songs, since he was born on a Central Texas farm on the Colorado River in 
Burnett County. Even as a boy he shared the life of the active cowboys— 
and the songs he then heard have resulted in a group of adaptations which 
are notable additions to America’s folk music. _ 

Then followed study abroad with Dr. Lothar Kempter, Dr. Carl Attenhofer, 
Oskar Kahl, Arthur Knecht, Ernest Lochbrunner and Johann Luz. The back- 
ground thus obtained has been invaluable in his career as soloist, teacher, 
conductor of choral societies and composer. 

As a result of this broad background, the songs of Oscar J. Fox are varied 
in scope. In addition to his famous cowboy songs, he is noted for numerous 
other compositions for concert and radio singers.
